Continuation of 1 1, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that Dent failed 
to disclose a broadcast control channel control field, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive (See Dent Col. 6 Lines 15-30). 
The examiner first notes that a "field" is just a logical "box" around a portion of data, and as such, is inherently present within the 
transmission of data between two points. Further, although Dent did not refer specifically to a "control field", Dent disclosed the 
transmission of the encryption seed, which is used to control the broadcast. Furthermore, Dent disclosed transmission of the seed in the 
high data rate control channel. As such, Dent meets the limitation of "a broadcast control channel". Dent further disclosed that the seed 
is transmitted on this channel "for a selected period of time" which meets the scope of the "control field" in the "control channel". 
Therefore, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive.. 
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
